Old Warrant Record in County Treas- 


urer's Office, First Ever Used, 


' Reveals Strange Things 


HANGING IN 
1829 
RECALLED 


Items on Commissioners Record For 


Corresponding 
Period Show 


Claims That Were Allowed 


While Charles A. Frazee, deputy 


county 
treasurer, was 
rummaging 


around in the treasurer's office .this 
morning, he found the first record of 
warrants ever issued from the treas- 
urer's office in Hush county, and the 
corresponding record of the county 
board of commissioners where 
the 


claims were allowed was uncovered 
in the commissioner's office. The re- 
cords cover the years from 1822 to 
1840. 


The thing of chief interest in the 


record are the warrants which were 
issued to cover (lie expense of hang- 
ing Edward I. Swanson. the only man 
who was ever hung in Rush county. 
As the old story goes. Swanson was 
hung on a gallows erected especially 
for 
that purpose in what 
is now 


fourth 
street near 
Rich 
Wilson's 


present home. 


There are no persons living here 


now who distinctly recall (be hanging 
because it was back in 182!), eighty- 
six years asro. 
The story has been 


repeated by snceeiling generations in 
Rush county for many years. 


According to the commissioner's 


record, it cost the total sum of sev- 
enteen dollars to hang 
Swanson. 


Beverly R. Ward was allowed five 
dollars by the board for making a 
coffin for Swanson. The sum of two 
dollars was allowed David Looncy 
for digging n grave in which to bury 
Swanson. 
William L. Bupelt 
re- 


ceived ten dollars, the claim docket 
shows, for 'rope, cap, shroud 
and 


gallows for the execution of Edward 
I. Swanson." 


The commissioners docket for that 


period 
shows 
that Swanson 
was 


rather a prominent citizen in 
Rush 


county. He served through appoint- 
ment of the commissioners three 
times as a viewer on roads and at one 
time was the foreman of the grand 
.-jury. 
An early 
history 
of Rush 


county describes Swanson's case as 
follows: 


"At the April term, 1829, Edward 


I. Swanson was indicted and tried 
for the murder of Elishi Clark; Ihe 
prosection was conducted by William 
W. Wick and James Whitcomb, and 
the defense by Charles II. Test. The 
indictment embodied the essentials of 
the common law. It was drawn by 
James Whitcomb. and from it and the 
crushing prosecution escape 
was 


hopeless. The jury returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, which stands alone in 
the severity of punishment in the 
judicial history of the county. The 
defendants filed a motion for a new 
trial, assigning as one of the rea- 
sons that the judge had charged the 
jury 'that they were judges of the 
facts and the court flic judge of the 
law.' The Hon. B. F. Morris over- 
ruled all the motions and sentenced 
Swanson to be hanged on the follow- 
ing May 11, one month after the trial 
Swauson disheartened, yielded to the 
inevitable and refused to appeal his 
case to the supreme court 
where 


there is scarcely any doubt that it 
would have been reversed. The ex- 
ecution occurred at the time fixed, 
and Swanson was the only man who 
ever paid the extreme penalty of the 
law in Rush county by an ignomin- 
ious death upon the scaffold." 


In the early days Rush county's 


business was not very rushing. The 
' treasurer's records reveals that only 


lk3,7GG warrants were issued in twenty

The Indianapolis News 
prints a 


long story concerning the parole by 
Governor Ralston of Newton Casey, 
who was set free yesterday under its 
terms. The News states that the gov- 
ernor said he did not know about 
Casey having been convicted on 
a 


statuatory charge in addition to the 
•bliud tiger" case, or that 
another 


.statuatory 
charge 
was 
pending 


against him. The News says the 
govti nor declared if he had been pos- 
sessed of these facts, it might have 
•hanged his action and it might not. 


The News 
said that 
dispatches 


from here were shown to the gov- 
ernor indicating that "Casey's record 
in Rushville was anything but envi- 
able." The whole case was reviewed 
and set before the governor, recall- 
ing that Casey was convicted on two 
charges in the circuit court here, one 
for running a "blind ti.aer" and the 
other for a statuatory offense. 


lie was fined $290 and sentenced 


to 110 days in jail on the first charge, 
and or the second charge he 
was 


fined $110 
and sentenced to 
sixty 


days in jail. A third trial of Casey 
was held but the jury disagreed and 
the charge still is pending against 
him. 


The third charge was of a statu- 


tory nature, far more grave; than the 
second. A woman and her daughter 
figured in the last two trials. 
The 


Governor's parole let Casey out of the 
county 
jail and revoked 
the fine 


against'him, apparently on the "blind 
tiger" charge, lie could not remem- 
ber the name of the man who had 
brought the petitions in the 
Casey 


mailer to bis office, i'he News says. 


It has been 
asserted here 
that 


since the jail sentences in the two 
cases in which he was convicted run 
concurrently, the smaller sentence 
for the statuatory offense has run 
out and it was necessary to parole 
Casey only on the "blind tiger" sen- 
tence. 


"In the official parole," the Ncv.-'s 


continues, "issues by the governor, in 
listing the names of those who signed 
petitions 
for Casey's parole, 
the 


Governor included as the first name 
that of 'The lion. Will Sparks,' judge 
of the circuit court. 


"hi the petition filed with the Gov- 


ernor, some of which were drawn up 
in formal style, there was one that 
had been drawn up in the name of 
Judge Sparks, apparently asking a 
pardon for casey. In the blank space 
left for the name of the judge, how- 
ever, no signature had been placed. 


"A letter from Judge Sparks on the 


subject 
was filed with the 
other 


papers in the case, however. 
This 


objected to the issuance of a pardon 
to Casey, saying the man 
had as- 


sumed a "defiant attitude." The letter 
said that if it were possible to re- 
lease the man on 
good 
behavior, 


such a course would be much less 
dangerous than the 
granting of a 


pardon. 


"The Governor said, in commenting 


on the situation, that if he had known 
of ths other charges against Casey 
prior to the" signing OL' the parole, 
it might have changed his action and 
it might not. 
He said he had been 


told the man was "all in" and that he 
understood 
his physical condition 


was bad. For that reason, the Gov- 
ernor said, the knowledge 
of

other charges, if they had been given

nwner of every stallion to have his

'iient were. There are eighteen poiilts 
iif unsoundnc-ss. and if the stallion 
is defective in one or any number of 
these, it must be so stated on the bill, 
under the law. so that horsemen may 
not lie led astray when they are seek- 
ing a horse to breed their mares to. 


Whenever the examination shows 


Jie stallion to be perfect, a large >eal 


placed on the bill describing ;!ie 


stallion so (hat persons pas.-ing (he 


table may know that the horse is 


sound without taking the time to read 
the hill. 


One misunderstanding ot the law is 


common, Mr. JlcConneil says, is that 
tallion owners often fail lo post the 
lills describing 
their horses.

worthless if the description showing 
whether the horse is sound or i'ii- 
sound were not given to the .public 
for their inspection.
